So convinced is Commissioner Wal- 
lls that immigrants are being ree«i- 
lessly detained on GUIs Island after 
they have been passed into this coun- 
try by immigration officials and that 
other reforms are urgently needed that 
he Intends to move to the island from 
his New York home and devote both 
days and nights to his new work. 


Officials of the island, according to 


Mr. Wallis, are adherents of the the- 
ory that an immigrant's time is worth 
nothing at all. 


Breaking Up Habit 


"I am trying." Mr. Wallis said, "to 


break up the bad habit of detaining 
immigrants on Ellis Island after they 
have been admitted to the country. 
Ever since I took up my new duties I 
have noticed great flocks of weary 
immigrant* sitting for hours in the 
crowded railroad rooms of the island. 
I have found immigrants sitting in 
these rooms who had been there all 
day long, having been passed by our 
Inspectors early in the morning. 
"Last night I became an 'immigrant' 


myself and took my place on one of 
the benches in the railroad room. It 
was a long time before an attendant

DON'T ROCK THE BOAT 


Now is the crucial period in the campaign to
